Miss Morrow Is sn educational 
expert who runs a school of her 
own, in Englewood, and she spent 
considerable time choosing the per­ 
son she thought best suited for her 
nephew's nurse.

Dying Hopes at Geneva 
It has been easy to forget about the m isnam ed dis­ 
armament conference at Geneva. A peace delegate's 
plea has no power to rise above the crackle of ma­ 
chine gun fire. The conference, delayed for so long, 
couldn't have been held at a time when its chances 
of getting attention were less than they are now. 
Strong expectations that it would produce tangible 
results have been scaled down to accommodate real­ 
ity. 
It appears now that the conference had better 
be called an arms agreement conference.

Highlights of Ohio History

A BLOCKHOUSE IN FRANKLINTON 
Kor The Associated P riss 
The failure of the people of Columbus of 50 years 
ago to recognize historical value, resulted in the loss 
to the city of what would have constituted a prized 
relic of form er days und a m onum ent to the im port­ 
ance of Franklinton In the w ar of 1812. 
Franklinton was an outpost on the frontier at that 
time. The territory to the northw est, stretching to the 
line held by the British forces, was practically un 
broken wood, and the troops sent forward from the 
m ilitary rendexous at Franklinton, and the wagon 
trains carrying supplies to the troops in the field, 
mad© their way the most part over newly cut road-t 
and trails. 
So imm ediately was the danger felt when Hull 
surrendered to the British at Detroit, that there was, 
a general fear that with little or nothing to inter 
fern with their advances, the B ritish would pour into 
Ohio and possibly try to take Franklinton -known as 
a base of supplies lo (lie American army. 
It was 
in the presence of this alarm that a blockhouse 
was constructed uear the center of the town o ' 
Franklinton. 
The object was to have a place of retreat to which 
Hie women and children m ight go for refuge in caee 
the British approached. 
It stood on th© north side 
of Broad street, “sixty feet w est from Foos street,” 
it is said 
A fter the war it was used as residence, 
und a-! such woe said by a w riter in the Quarterly 
M agazine of the Old N orthw est Genealogical society 
for m idsum m er 1912 to have been standing in the 
decade from 1870 to 1880.

guest of the Sinclairs 
there.

Parents 
make a 
m istake unless 
they 
carefully supervise the selection of 
the children's shoes. 
F or the infant, allow ance must 
be m ade for rapid growth. 
To this 
end the foot is placed on a sheet 
of paper and its outline drawn. The 
width of a lead pencil beyond the 
end of the foot should be allowed 
for length. 
As the child grows older and has 
a voice In the choice of shoes, 
there Is more difficulty in settling 
the matter; 
but the wearing of 
high heels should be prohibited, 
and the constant use of a heelless 
shoe also discouraged. 
A common­ 
sense heel of m oderate height will 
give ease and grace in walking.

With a turnover of 12, the IIM,-

"The foreclosures on homes dur­ 
ing the last two years have been 
frightful and we propose to atop 
this. There were 15,000 mortgages 
foreclosed on homes in the city of 
Philadelphia during 1031, and 150.- 
OOO homes sold in the entire coun­ 
try.

Will Aid Banking 
If we get the home loan mort­ 
gage banks there will be no need 
for closing any more financial in 
stltutions and it will aid materially 
in opening closed banks and loan 
companies.

O., Mar. 4 —A vag 
a bond journey to tropic lands and 
probably the South Sea Islands, la | 
planned by E. A. Robertson, a con­ 
sulting engineer, who is now con­ 
structing a 26 foot sloop for the 
trip. 
Robertson has been working od 
the boat during his spare time for 
five months, and he expects to havej 
the sloop in the waters of Sandusky i 
bay by July. 
The 
woods 
around 
Sandusky 
yielded the timber 
for the boat. 
Robertson went into the woods and 
selected the 
white 
oak for tile j 
boat's sides, and the cedar for its 
top. He supervised the sawing of j 
the wood in a local mill. The bo.it 
has a cast iron keel, weighing J.* 
900 pounds. The sloop will have a 
tonnage rating of five and one-half | 
tons. “There will be more of the 
boat under water than above, for 
safety and comfort In heavy «eas" 
said the builder. 
Robertson plans to sail most of 
the way, but will have an engine 
for emergency use. Ile will leave 
Sandusky bay in October, and will 
sail down Lake Erie to Buffalo. 
Then he will proceed down the 
New York barge canal to Albany, 
and thence down the Hudson to 
New York harbor, his jumping off 
spot Into the ocean. 
From New 
York, Robertson plans to follow the 
Atlantic coast 
to the Caribbean, 
and then to Cuba. From that point 
the eloop, bearing Robertson and 
his wife and 13-year-old daughter, 
will past 
through 
the Panama 
canal. The Robertsons will winter 
at Panama 
lf time permits, the 
party will take a summer cruise on 
the Pacific, and probably visit the 
South Sea Islands. 
There will be no schedule for 
the trip. The sloop 
will proceed 
leisurely, and frequent sightseeing 
stops will be made. 
Sailing the 
oceans In a small I 
boat is not new to Robertson. He 
marie a trip to 
Europe In a boat 
slightly larger 
than the present 
sloop. Robertson explains hts urge 
to travel the seas to the fact that 
he comes from Bristol. Rhode Is­ 
land “where every boy Is born with 
the sea in his blood.” At the age of 
14, he says, he ran away and went 
to sea.

With Victim Had No 
Bearing on Killing, 
Suspect Declares.

SEATTLE, March 4 —A second 
degree murder charge today hung 
over Dr. Albert C. MCK sown, 46, a 
dentist, 
who 
admitted, 
officials 
say, he killed his 81-year-oid moth­ 
er, Mrs. Ithodn MoKeown of Mus­ 
catine. la , Tuesday 
Deputy Prosecutor B. G- Leni- 
han, said he would file the charge, 
adding he was convinced the kill­ 
ing was not premeditated. 
‘‘Yea, I killed my mother," 
Dr. 
MoKeown told newspaper report­ 
ers last night. 
"I don’t remember 
just how it happened. But I Allied 
her. 
Lenlhan said the dentist said he 
(iud tripped on the basement stairs 


and fallen against her, knocking 
her down, after which she accused 
him of attempting to kill her. 
"She screamed so loudly I lost 
my head and struck her In the face 
with ray flat,” MoKeown told Leni- 
ban. 
The dentist said his mother then 
bit her 
hand and he struck her 
again, fracturing her skull. Finan­ 
cial troubles with his mother had 
no bearing on the killing, he said. 
He admitted, however, she held 
notes for $10,700 which stipulated 
they would be cancelled upon her 
death and which she had wanted 
changed to become assets of her 
estate- 
"She never was a mother to me 
—she never was to any of us.” he 
declared. 
“None of you fellows 
could kill your mother, but you've 
had real mothers — I never had. 
Every thing we* money with her. 
AH her life was just money and 
Interest.”

COLUMBUS, O., Mar. 4.—Corpor 
ationa are divided into two general 
class©*—county and intercounty— 
by the new state classification tax 
law, but in most respects are re­ 
quired to make their tax returns 
in the same general manner. The 
corporation operating wholly with 
in a county is required to file its 
tax return with the county audi­ 
tor, while those operating in more 
than one county must file with the 
state tax commission. 
The corporation filing with the 
county auditor Is required to pay 
half of Its tax at the time of filing, 
while 
inter-county 
corporations 
must pay the entire amount at one 
time, but 
has until Sept. 21 in 
which to do it. 
Public utility corporations, wheth­ 
er county 
or inter-county, inter­ 
county dealers in intangibles, aud 
Homesite insurance companies must 
also pay their taxes in a lump sum 
before Sept. 21. 
An inter-county corporation must 
list its tangible personal property 
by counties in which the property! 
is held, but its intangibles, such as 
money aud credits and securities oi 
various kinds, must be iisi%u in the 
taxing district where the home ci­ 
lice is located, and the state tax 
commission will allocate the taxes 
on intangibles to the various coun­ 
ties in proportion to the amount ut 
business done 
in the respective 
counties. 
Many corporations own stock in 
other 
corporation*, 
otten-times 
amounting to 51 per cent and more, 
enough to control them as subsid­ 
iaries. They are not required lo 
list such slock or other security- 
ownership in other corporations, as 
any dividends received from such 
securities will go to in* own stock­ 
holders and be taxed there. The 
corporation, however, must furnish 
a list of its own stockholders. 
Where a corporation controls a 
subsidiary corporation, it may make 
a consolidated tax return for the 
mother-corporation and the subsid­ 
iary under uniform rule* prescrib­ 
ed by the tax commission. The tan­ 
gible personal property owned by 
the subsidiary, however, must be 
returned in the name of the sub­ 
sidiary. It is not required to list 
its inter-county accounts among its 
taxable credit!. 
The corporation will not pay tax­ 
es on its shares. This tax will be 
paid by the stockholders at the 
rate of five per cent on the income 
derived from them, and, if there 
wa* no income, the stockholders 
will pay at the rat# of two mills 
on the actual value of the shares. 
The same 
Is true of corporation 
bonds. 
The corporation will pay taxes on 
the real estate it own*, its taxsble 
credits, money on hand, and the 
other personal 
property it owns, 
according to the uature of the busi­ 
ness. lf s manufacturer, it will pay 
on 50 per cent of the true value 
of lta raw materials, finished pro­ 
ducts, tools and machinery, and 70 
per cent of value on finished pro­ 
ducts held in storage outside the 
county 
where the manufacturing 
plant Is located. 
* 
if the corporation is a merchant, 
his inventory of merchandise, and 
furniture aud fixtures must be re­ 
turned at To per ceut of their value. 
Corporations are also required to 
file a balance sheet of their yearly 
business. This gives the tax com 
| mission 
an opportunity to check 
with the tax return, thus elimin­ 
ating the probability of an inac­ 
curate return being made. The bal­ 
ance sheets are not open to public 
inspection, but are for the confi­ 
dential use 
of the commission

COLUMBUS, O., March 4.—Ohio 
has beard 
much of th* “master 
farmer”—the Buckeye sons of the 
soil who have been elevated above 
the rank and file by winning the 
highest tribute that 
Is paid by ag­ 
riculture. But few Ohioans know 
just what 
gees to make up the 
master farmer.” 
During recent farm week at Ohio 
State university, seven Ohio farm­ 
ers were honored with the distin­ 
guished title, making a total of 66 
Buckeye farmers who have won the 
mark. And from these men so dis­ 
tinguished comes a picture of the 
“master farmer." 
The master of the farm does not 
win his degree for his crops alone. 
Practically every small part of the 
farm—even the kitchen in the farm 
house—is involved in the selection 
of master farmers, and there are 
those who contend that since the 
work of farm women enters into 
the matter, there should be "mas­ 
ter farmers" and “the queens of 
the farm.” 
Farm efficiency, in every branch 
of farming, and the ability of the 
farmer to conduct his business ef­ 
ficiently, are main points in the 
selection of master farmers.

He must see that bi* 
children are afforded . every oppor­ 
tunity for education, and that their 
recreation la wholesome and health- 
fui. He must make his wife a part­ 
ner in his farmer business, and he 
must be active In the church, civic 
and social life of his community. 
The judges who select “master 
farmers" are agricultural experts. 
Candidates for the degree are nom­ 
inated by farm 
agents, neighbors 
aud friends, but before the title is 
conferred on any mao, tbs Judges 
visit him for a personal inspection. 
A farm publication, “The Ohio 
Farmer,” presents a composite pic­ 
ture of the master farm. This farm 
would contain 446 acres, with 283 
acres under cultivation. This would 
represent an investment of $63,000. 
Annually, the master farm turns 
out products worth more than $30,- 
000, and a net Income to the farm­ 
er of approximately $8,000. 
Each aud every one of the mas­ 
ter farms is at a high point of ef­ 
ficiency in production of crops. The 
soil fertility has been built up by 
scientific crop rotation and the use 
of proper fertilizers. Average yields 
per acre approximate 75 bushels of 
corn, 55 of oats and 25 of wheat 
Master 
farms have power ma­ 
chinery and 
tractors. 
They are 
electrically equipped. There is run­ 
ning water In the farm house, and 
a constant supply of fresh water in 
the barn. Some of the master farm­ 
ers have their own rulers, thresh­ 
ing machines, feed grinders, trucks, 
and spray outfits. 
in the master farmers home will 
be found many of the conveniences 
of modern life, made possible by 
electricity. There are electric wash­ 
ing machines, irons, vacuum clean­ 
ers, toasters, refrigerators and oth­ 
er appliances, such as furnaces, the
